conditions will be general and not of 
the sort to produce severe lightning. 
He thinks it possible that where there 
are clouds the clouds may become 
charged with electricity and result 
in the usual lightning discharge from 
the clouds. The universal distribution 
of wires over the w'orld today, he 
thinks, has a direct effect on dis­ 
tributing any electrical condition and 
spreading it in all parts alike.

et. Extensive preparations are being 
made to observe the aurorea borealis, 
if it is developed, and 
its 
develop­ 
ment, Father Lesage says, will prac­ 
tically demonstrate the electricity in 
the comet’s tail, he said. 
Neither does Father Lesage expect 
any earthquakes or ground tremb 
lings, and he does not feel convinc­ 
ed that the recent seismic disturb­ 
ances are connected with the visit of 
Hailey’s comet. 
“If conditions were just right, and 
an occurrence of this sort was just 
impending, it might ‘set them off,” he 
said. The veneration of a disturbance 
of this sort by the comet he consid 
ers impossible. 


Thinks It Semi-Transparent. 
Even were the head of the comet to 
smash directly into the earth, there 
would probably be no effect. To sup­ 
port this belief is the fact that as­ 
tronomers are able to see stars di­ 
rectly through the heads of comets. 
This, Father Lesage says, shows that 
the head of the comet is either not 
solid matter, or, if It contains sol­ 
id matter, it is composed of parts 
in rapid movement, so they may be 
seen through just as the spokes of 
a rapidly revolving wheel fail to ob­ 
struct the view of an object on the 
other side of them. 
That the comet has some material 
substance is shown by the fact that 
it has weight. “If you take two balls 
and fasten them to opposite ends of 
a rubber band, stretch them apart and 
let go, the one will travel further 
than the other in going together, by 
observing the deflection of comets 
from their courses by other heaven­ 
ly bodies and their eqect on tu~ oth­ 
er bodies it is demonstrated that 
they have weight. 
Father Lesage has found no auth­ 
oritative record of the reported red­ 
dening and yellowing of the 
sky 
when Tebbett’s comet brushed the 
earth with its tail in 1861, and a sub­ 
sequent darkening to a green. Even 
were such an occurrence to take 
place as a result of the sun’s rays 
passing through the head of the com­ 
et before reaching the earth, it would 
not be noticable in America, for while 
ft Is still daylight here, the comet’s 
head will not be between the earth 
and the sun, and by the time day 
light has come again it will have 
passed out of line and the rays will 
only pass through the tail in reach­ 
ing the earth.

of the comet will be about 2,000,000 
miles away from the earth as the 
earth passes through the tail. The 
earth will be moving at the rate of 
about 65,000 miles an hour, and the 
comets tail will be whipped in the 
opposite direction at the rate of over 
100,000 miles an hour. Therefore the 
earth will pass through nearly 170,- 
000 miles of the tail in an hour. It 
will go through the tail from side to 
side, and the time of passage is var­ 
iously estimated from twenty-five to 


thirty-seven hours. 
The comet was last visible seventy- 
five years ago, and another seventy- 
five years will pass before it is seen 
again. 
The last comet through whose tail 
the earth passed was Tebbett’s comet

Estim ate of Expenses. 
Under the House Bill No. 14 known 
as the Excise Law it becomes no 
longer necessary for the tru stees to 
m ake a tax levy in so m any mills, 
but the law provides th at the di­ 
rectors of each school district shall 
m eet on the first Monday in July 
of each year, and shall respectively 
m ake out an itemized statem ent of 
the estim ated needs thereof for the 
cu rren t expenses or the ensuing fis­ 
cal year. Said estim ate shall show, 
first, any unexpended balance on hand 
of the levy for any previous year or 
years for cu rren t expense purpose; 
you pass upon the estim ated need at 
this m eeting, and have sam e ratified 
by the tru stees first Monday in July. 
Second, the statem ent m ust show 
any income for school d istrict p u r­ 
poses and shall include the appor­ 
tionm ent of the County and State 
school fund based on the distribu­ 
tion for the last preceeding fiscal 
year; 
Third, this itemized estim ate m ust 
be expressed in dollars, and m ust 
show am ount necessary for teach er’s 
salary, library 
fund, sinking 
fund, 
sufficient annually to pay at m aturity 
bonded indebtedness of such district. 
Also the am ount necessary to pay to 
the Interest coupons falling due on 
its 
outstanding 
bonded 
expenses, 
such as fuel, fixtures, etc. 
Each estim ate for each school dis­ 
trict shall be published in some new s­ 
paper

This, Father LeSage says, shows that 
the head of the comet is either not 
solid matter, or, if it contains sol- 
id matter, It is composed of parts 
in rapid movement, so they may be 
seen through just as the spokes' of 
a rapidly revolving wheel fail to ob- 
struct the view of an object on the 
other side of them 


That the comet has some material 


substance is shown by the fact that 
It has weight "I* you take two balls 
and fasten them to opposite ends of 
a rubber band stretch them apart and 
let go, the one will travel further 
than the other In going together bv 
observing the deflection of comets 
from their courses by other heaven- 
ly bodies and their eqect on V-j oth« 
er bodies it is demonstrated

Father LeSage has found no auth- 


oritative record of the reported red- 
dening and yellowing of the sky 
when Tefabett s comet brushed the 
earth with its tail in 1861, and a sub- 
sequent darkening to a green Even 
were such an occurrence to take 
place as a result of the sun's rays 
passing through the head of the com- 
et befoie reaching the earth, It would 
not be noticable in America, for while 
ft Is still daylight here, the comet's 
head will not be between the earth 
and the sun, and by the time day 
light has come again it will have 
passed out of line and the rays will 
only pass through the tail In teach- 
ing the earth.

Even were the head of the comet to 


smash directly Into the earth, there 
would probably be no effect To sup- 
port this belief Is the fact that as- 
tronomers are able to see stars di- 
rectly through the heads of comets 
This, Father LeSage says, shows that 
the head of the comet is either not 
solid matter, or, if it contains sol- 
id matter, It is composed of parts 
In rapid movement, so they may be 
seen through just as the spokes' of 
a rapidly revolving wheel fail to ob- 
struct the view of an object on the 
other side of them 


That the comet has some material 


substance Is shown by the fact that 
It has weight "It you take two balls 
and fasten them to opposite ends b{ 
a rubber band stretch them apart and 
let go, the one will travel further 
than the other In going together bv 
observing the deflection of eometa 
from their courses by other heaven- 
ly bodies and their eaect on tf-j oth« 
er bodies it is demonstrated that 
they have weight 


Father LeSage has found no auth- 


oritative record of the reported red- 
dening and yellowing of the sky 
when Tebbetts comet brushed the 
earth with its tail in 1861, and a sub- 
sequent darkening to a green Even 
were such an occurrence to take 
place as a result of the sun's rays 
passing through the head of the com- 
et befoie reaching the earth, It would 
not be notlcable in America, for while 
ft IB still daylight here, the comet's 
head will not be between the earth 
and the sun, and by the time day 
light has come again it will have 
passed out of line and the rays wHl 
only pass through the tall In »each- 
ing the earth.

again 


The last comet through whose tail 


the earth passed was Tebbett's comet.

TERRIFIC "EXPLOSION 


KILLS JO, INJURES 50 


Roar Heard Three Miles Away—Bod- 


ies Blown to Atoms—Identifica- 


tion of Dead Difficult. 


Canton, O, May 17.—With a roar 


that was heard three miles away, a 
battery of seven boilers at the plant 
of the American Sheet 
& 
Tinplate 


company exploded today, killing from 
20 to 30 men and injuring about 50. 
Among the Injured are a half dozen 


The explosion's force was terrific. 


The big plant is a total loss. A mere 
egg shell of the building Is left. 


Identification of the men were dif- 


ficult because many of them were 
mutilated. Heads were blown from 
several bodies, arms and legs were 
torn from the trunks. Fragments of 
bodies were blown blocks from the 
scene and bits of human flesh have 
been picked up on porches and --oofs 
of houses and in trees. 


There were 100 men at work in 


the plant at the time of the acci- 
dent. 
But a dozen or so escaped 


some injury. These and others who 
rushed to the plant as soon as the 
disaster was known, worked heroical- 
;y to rescue the injured from the 
ruins, which soon took fire 


Members of the bereaved families 


rushed frantically to the plant and 
thence to hospitals 
and 
residences 


near the ruined shops, in an effort 
to find some trace 
of 
their 
loved 


ones. 


The body of one man, unknown, 


was blown through a house 700 feet 
'roin the plant. The body entered the 
louse from the east side and con- 
inued in a straight line through a 
jedroom and out the west side. Tbe 
orso of another man was found in 
a garden 500 feet away, 


"For God's sake hit me on the 


iead and kill me," cried one work- 
lan to a man who found him. The 
njured man had an arm torn off and 
a. great hole in his side 


The plant had five mills. All the 
mployes working at mills one, two 
hree and four were either killed or 
njured, while the men in mill No.

library la kept growing each year 
aa the law requires. A good book 
to read is a blessing and an Inspira- 
tion for any boy or girl to read, and 
we can place these advantages at 
their hands In the rural schools as 
much so as it they were In the cities. 
These books may be read by every 
person of the district, thereby mak- 
ing every school district an Intel- 
lectual as well as a social center. 


I am glad to see that nearly every 


school In the County has a good well 
of water, and no county in the state 
is blessed with as fine water as Pon- 
totoc county. I would suggest that 
the trustees see that this water is 
occasionally kept drawn off during 
vacation, and especially before the 
schools open in the fall. 


School Buildings. 


In the matter of school buildings 


no county in the state is ahead of 
Poutotoc county. One year ago we 
had built twenty new school build- 
ings, and >I expressed a hope that 
we could build twenty more in the 
course of another year, but we have 
beat that. Instead of having forty 
new buildings, we have fifty out of 
sixtey-one 
rural 
school 
districts. 


These are nicely fitted up with every 
convenience, and they are having a 
splendid influence upon the attend- 
ance at school. I find too that much 
pride has been taken in the planting 
of trees and beautifying the grounds. 


The school house is the social cen= 


ter of the school neighborhood. It is 
the place for your religious gather- 
ings, singing conventions, library so- 
cieties, political meetings, etc , and 
I would suggest that at all these 
meetings the people refrain from a- 
busing the house in any way. Fre- 
quently after these meetings teachers 
and pupils are compelled to ginger 
around puddles of ambear afte1* en- 
tering the building. This is not right. 
Often a teacher or the pupils are 
compelled to clean up after these 
gatherings. I am sure you are charit- 
able enough to let me call your at- 
tention to this, for no teacher can- 
instill pure thoughts into the mindo 
of your boys and girls in the midst 
of filthy surroundings. 


The attendance lias 
been 
good 


throughout the county this past term 
While the compulsory school 
law 


has not been all together complied 
with, yet it is becoming more res 
pected each year. The people are re 
garding it as a just law, and

Election of Teachers. 


There are three grades ot counts 


certificates Frst, Second and Third 
Sometimes a Very well educated per 
son holds a Third grade because o;

This certificate^, may 
be only a second grade and yet may

Estimate of Expenses. 


Under the House Bill No. 14 known 


is the Excise Law it becomes no 
onger necessary for the trustees to 
make a tax levy in so many mills,

Bach estimate for each school dis-

This board shall meet at 
the County seat on the last Satur- 
day of July of each year for the 
purpose of examining the estimates 
of expenses for the county and for 
each city, incorporated town, em- 
bracing a city of the first class, town- 
ship and school district therein. They 
shall have power to revise and cor- 
rect any estimate certified to them 
when the amount thereof Is in excess 
of the just and reasonable needs of 
the municipality for which the same 
is made. When they shall have ap- 
proved each estimate, if the same shall 
be within the limits for current ex 
penses and shall have ascertained 
the assessed valuation of property 
taxes In each school 
district 
they 


shall then make the levy for schooi 
purposes. If any estimate certified to 
the excise board for current expenses 
of any school district sball exceed 
the limit of five mills prescribed by 
House Bill No. 14, and the excise 
board is of the opinion that such 
excess is reasonable for current ex- 
penses of the school district, they 
shall enter such fact upon the record 
of their proceedings and shall give 
notice by publication in one of some 
newspaper, . printed in the county, 
that a special election will be held in 
the school district on the second 
Tuesday after the first Monday in 
August next thereafter, for the pur- 
pose of submitting to the qualified 
electors ot such school district, the 
question of making such increased 
levy, 10 mills being the limit for 
schools districts. 


Ht shall be the duty of the school 


trustees in each school ditrict to re- 
cord in a book kept for the pur- 
pose the names of all legal voters 
within such school district and at the 
election where it is proposed to vote 
an additional levy above the five mills 
herein authorized for schoolpurposes 
the election shall be held to be 
j a l election when 30 per cent, of 
the total number of legal voters liv- 
ing in such school district shall par- 
ticipate therein. I have given above 
only such information from House 
Bill No. 14 as applies to school dis- 
tricts.

«ome, May IS.—Cardinal Rampolla 


has made an interesting literary and 
historical 
discovery, particulars

which are given in the "Theologie und 
Glauge," of Paduborn. His eminence 
devotes a portion of his time to the 
study of the codices of the Vatican li- 
brary, and in his researches he found 
a poem of Charlemagne's, the exis- 
tence of which was known, though 
the text was believed to be'last. The 
poem will be published in a volume 
of "Anecdota" which will contain on- 
ly unpublished documents. 


The learned member of the Sacred 


College is convinced, for 
reasons 


both intrinstic and ext-inscis, that 
Charlemagne himself is the author of 
the poem. It contains forty verses 
elegantly composed. The cardinal says 
that the great composer expresses in 
elociuent terms in his name and 
that of his consort, the Empress 
Hildegarde, -their feelings of sorrow 
of ihe occasion of the death of their 
child. The poem is of great value in 
itself, but its value is all the great- 
er In that it furnishes exact data on 
the genealogy of the Carlovignian 
dynasty.
